ADEN PROTECTORATE _ 


Tae Zaidis have occupied Beda town and the 
country cf Hiumekani tribe, Tie limekani tribe, which 
WAS expected to pul up & strong resistance against 
the Zaidis, did not do so. On the contrary,it 
1s reported that they assisted the Zaidis in their 
advances against Beda town, Seeing tne change of atti- 
tude on the part of the Humakanis the Yafa and Audali 
reinforcements returned to their respective countries. 

The Upper Yada Sultan writes that he had to recall 
his trivesmen from Beda owing te the treacherous 
conduct of the Humekanis whe did not hesitate to come 
to terms with thezaidis. He adds that his tribesmen are 
concentrated along the Yata border go guard against a 
possible Zaidi advance from the direction of Beda, 

The Zaidi advances into Beda has unnerved most of 
the tribes in the Aden Protectorate, who have all 
been clamouring for assistance in arms and ammunition 
and money. The leading Upper Yafo Chiefs are new in 
: Aden seeking the active intervention of British troops 

and aeroplanes against the Zaidis, wut I have assured 
them that no immediate attack is pending and that 
in any case the first desideratum is unity among 
themselves. A united Yafa would prove almost uncon- 
querable to the Zaidis, while a weak and divided 
Yafa would not stand in spite of any assistance that 


could 
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could be given. The Imam's envoy has renewed his | | 
assurance that no Zaidi attack on Yafa is pending | 
in the near future. Owing to the stage at which 
negotiations with the Imam have arrived I believe 
that his assurance is sincere and $6 Had no hesitation 
in passing it on to the Yafai Chiefs. 

The Alawi Soeikh is still detained at Nadira. 
It is reported that the Zaidis have demanded $600 
a6 Tansom for his release and that the Alawi tribesmen 
are endeavouring to raise the money.

1923. 


The Sneikh of Birk has declared a bloakade 
against Kunfida (King of Hedjaz's port) and the Hedjaz 
generally, The sea off Birk is patrolled by an armed 
dhow of the Sheikh and dhows bound to Jecdah and Kunfida 
are made toe discharre their cargo at Birk. A notifica- 
tion of the blockade has been sent by the Sheikh to 
merchants in Hodeidah. 

The cause of this high-handed action on the 
part of the Sheikh is stated to be the establishment 
of a new customs post at Hali by King Hussain and the 
imposition of taxes on goods coming from Birk. 

The Hedjaz authorities have also confiscated 
svecie belonging to certain merchants of Birk on the 
ground that the export of gold from the Hedjaz is 
prohibited. 

Captain Fagl-ud-Din reports that the 
lashmite Government s.s.

Captain Fasl-ud-Din telegraphs thet the long- 
expected attack of the Imam against Jabel Malhan was 
delivered on the 6th August end that the Idrisi 
assisted by local tribes has occupied the whole of 
Jabel Hufash and Sari and has besieged Imamic force 
in Shafaqain. I am awaiting details. 

Jabel Hufash is to the north of Bajil and. 
Sari is to the north of Hufash and well te the east 
of Jabel Malhan, so, this news, if true, records a big 
Tdrisi advance.

Captain Fazluddin writes that the markets at 
Sabla, ‘edi and Bait+-el-~VakihR are full of arms and 
amnunition and that they are sold so cheap that a French 
Le Cras rifle can be obtainedfor 2 dollars, a Turkish 
Mauser rifle for 10 dellars and a British mavasine rifle 
.50OS for 10-14 dollars. 

All these arms and ammunition are imported from 
the Hedjaz, especially from “edina and Rabag. 
wk. Major Barrett, my First Assistant, touched at 
Hodeidah on 18th July on the way to Kamaran. Owing to 
italian feeling on the subjeet of their NHodeidah Consulate 
and the Idrisi's refusal to permit Italians to land 
without special permission, Major Barrett did not go 
ashore, but Sayed Mustafa who had come from Jizan to see 
him, came on toard R.I.4.5:; "Cornwallis".

o. The much-talked-of attack of the Imam against Jabel 
Malhan is still expected. The Imam is said to have detailed 
10,000 troops for this offensive alone and to have disbursed 
to the troops two months pay in advance. Five thousand of 
the troops have already left for Jabel Malhan. 

The total number of the Idrisi troops in Jabel 
Melhan is 3000, exclusive of the tribesmen of Malhan, whose 
number ig not «known. 

The Imam has further reinforced the Reima-Buraa 
front with 2000men. Hia object is to engage the Idrisi on 
all the fronts at one and the same time. 

4. Captain Fazluddin informs me that on the 22nd July, 
he received a visit from the important Quhra Sheikh, Iemail, 
Baghwi, referred to in para. 4 of my Letter of 7th June. 
The Sheikh told Captain VFazluddin that the tdrisi's death 
nad considerably altered the viewsof the Quhra people

The following is a summary of the news reported 

since the despatch of my last letter dated 7th June 1923. 
A5 IR. 

Captain Fazluddin who visited Sabia recently 
reports that when he arrived there on 27th May, there was a 
large number of deputations from various Idrisi tribes in 
Asir and the Yemen, including one headed by the Sheikh of 
Birk, which had come to take the customary oath of allegiance 
te the young Idrisi. 

Captain Fagluddin says that the Sheikhs of the 
Yemen deputation, after they had taken the oath, addressed 
Sayed Mustafa saying that as the Idrisi was yet young they 
expected him (Sayed Mustafa) to take the management of the 
entire Idrisi affairs into his own hands. The Sheikhs added 
that they had an anxious time after the death of the Idrisi 
until they heard of his (Sayed Mustafa's) arrival. 

The Sheikh of Birk, Ali Abdo, and Sayed Mustafa 
EneNami, the Idrisi Amil of Shabain, who headed the Asir 
deputation, also spoke in similar terms. 

In the course of his reply Sayed Mustafa announced 


his intention of returning to Egypt as soon as the Government 


had been properly organised. The Sheikhs expressed then- 
Belves strongly as to the desirability of Sayed Mustafa's

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continued residence in Asir, 
Before Sayed Mustafa's arrival his opponents had 
used every endeavour to prejudice the young Idrisi against 
him by representing him as a Pro-British enissary. An 
article in this sense published in "Al Ahram" lent them 
Support in their object. , 
Sayed Mustafa after his arrival seized an opportunity y 
offered by the presence of the yourig Idrisi and all his | i 
advisers of refuting this accusation. 
Captain Fagzluddin states that Sheikh Mohamed Salim, 
the Italian Agent, referred to in my last letter, visited 
Jizan ostensibly with the object of paying a visit of con- 
dolence to the Young Idrisi on behalf of the Italian Govern- 
ment but in reality with the object of obtaining permission 
from the Idrisi for the establishment at Hodeidah of an 
Italian Consulate, and an Agency of the Marittima Italiana 
Company, which would have the right to hoist the house flag 
of its Company whenever one of its ships was in harbour. 
Sheikh Mohamed Salim alse asked for leave for the Italians 
to open other mercantile firms in Hodeidah. 
Sayed Mustafa replied that Hodeidah was not 
|| conquered by the Idrisi but it had been handed over to him 
by the British Government to be held pending a final settle- 
jment of its owmership, but that the British Government had 
‘| given & promise to uphold the Idrisi's claim to its permanent 
‘| ownership. Sayed Mustafa added that as the British Govern- 
ment which was entitled te special consideration from the 1% 
Idrisi Government in the matter had not yet made any such =i 
requests, he could see no reason to allow an Italian Consul q 
to hoist the Italian flag in Hodeidah before the British had 
done so,

not be guaranteed. There was no objection to their sending 
their native agents for business in Hodeidah. . 

There is no change in the situation in Asér except 
that the forces of the King of the ies aes have retired from 
Mahail to Barak. 

Captain FPazluddin states that one of the deputa- 
tions from Asir which visited the Idrisi recently, brought a 
letter signed by Sheikh [b-El-Faraj, the Chief Sheikh and 
numerous smaller Sheikhs of Beni Shihr, in which they 
expressed their loyalty to the Idrisi and their desire to 
come under his rule. 

Until recently, this tribe was in friendly rela- 
tions with King Hussein, but the Chief Sheikh Ibn-El-Faraj, 
who is in some way related to King Hussein, appears to have 
fallen out with him, Hence the overtures to the Idrisi. 

Captain Fazluddin reports an explosion in the 
Idrisi powder magazine in Jizan, as a result of which 4 men 
were killed and 3 wounded. |

There is no change in the situation at Abha, which 
is in effective occupation of Ibn Saud. After its 
expulsion from Abha, the force of the King of the Hedjaz, 
retired to Mahail, where it is still stationed. 

TIHAMA. 
Ze Captain Fazl-ud-Din, the Political Officer, 
Hodeidah, informs me that at the teginning of last month, 
the kdrisi Governor of Hodeidsah, under instructions 
from the young Idrisi selected 14 leading merehants of 
Hodeidah to go to Jizan for the purpose of taking the 
oath of allegiance to the Idrisi. 3 Hadrami merchants 
who are temporary residents of Hodeidah were included 
among the number but declined the invitation on the 
ground that they were British subjects and so could not 
take an onth of allegiance to the Idrisi. The rest 
asked for time till the end of the Ramazan, but their 
request was not granted. They were asked to get ready 
to depart within two days. On the day of their expected 
departure however fresh instructions were received from 
Jizan to send 4 only of them under an escort. They were 
accordingly despatched on the 6th May. 

In a letter to Captain Fazl-ud-Din dated 13th 
May, Sayed Mustafa explains that this treatment of the 


merchants was due to 2 regrettable misunderstanding on 


the 
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the part of the Hodeidah Governor. He himself was ill 
and did not know of the orders sent from Jizan till he 
heard of them easually from the young Idrisi only the 
day previous to the arrivel of the merchants at Jizan. 
The merchants were well trented at Jizan and were allowed 
to return to Hoedeidah at once after taking the oath. 
Captain Fazl-ud-Din says that the merchants 

returned to Hodeidah on the 15th May, quite satisfied 
with their treatment at Jizan and full of praise for 
Sayed Mustafa. 

se Captain Fazl-ud-Din reports that an Italian 
agent named Sheikh Mahmd Salim returned to Hodeidah 
on the 5th May from Jizan, having obtained the Idrisi's 
permission for the Italian merchants, referred to in my

the Imam is said to be replacing his Zaidi troops 
by Shafais in the neighbourhood of Aden as he wishes to use 
the Zaidis against the Idrisi.

As Ali Ba Salaam had not abided by the 
terms of the agreements already made, the Abdali refused 
to haveany more parley with him. 
The Haushabi Sultan, who has been acknowledged 
by Government has written to ask me for ammmition. I 
am complying with his request, as it is necessary to 
strengthen him against marauders, such as Ali ba Sallam, 
who interfere with the trade routes and lay us open to 
| the Imam's complaints regarding the insecurity of the 
trade routes within the Aden Protectorate. 
The Imam is reported to be intriguing with 
some of the Upper Yafa Sheikhs, to whom he has written 
letters inviting them to Sana. A Saiyid is reported 
to have recently visited Upper Yafa on behalf of the 
Imam. I have received no definite information of the 
nature of the negotiations but the Imam has released 
several Yafai captives captured in the fighting of 
January 1920.

‘The Imam's Amil of Menakha, Gadhi Al Akwa was 
imprisoned for receiving bribes and permitting coffee from 
Haimatain and Menakha to bo to Hodeida, instead of to 
vanaa, contrary to the Imam's orders. The coffee 
exporters who were concerned in the transactions with 
Gadhi Al Akwa are goid to have also been imprisoned. On 
appeal to the Imam in person the Qadhi has been released 
ani reinstated. 

lodeidah reports show that during the first 
fortnight of September severe fighting took place in 
Bilad-i-Sharaf and hajja in which the Imamic forces 
received a series of defeats at the hands of the Hashids. 
in consequence, reinforcements of nearly a thousand men | 
were hurriedly despatched under the Command of Sharif 
Abdulla ez 4amim, a Commander in Safan. 

lt appears from Hodeidah reports that the ldrisi 
troops are not receiving their pay regularly, as a result 
of which, 150 men of the Saruh, under their Sheikh, who 
had not received their for 3 months, have deserted, after 
looting the Idrisi supply dep6t at Burra. Some slight 


disagreement 
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disagreement is reported between the Quhra Sheikh, Ismail, 
i Baghwi, and the Idrisi Commander at Bajil, owing to the 

latter showing partiality in disbursing the pay of the 
soldiers. 

On the night of the 1éth September the Zaraniqs 
attacked the idrisi force in Mahwi, but were repulsed

On the 28th September, the ldrisi force in

ADEN PROTECTORATE. 
The Haughabi Chief, Sultan Ali Manih died on 
the 23rd August and his son Mohsin ibn Ali Manih has 
4 been elected rubr of the Haushabis in succession to 
his late father. The election, however, is not 
unanimous. There ig another claimant to the Sultanate 
in the person of Ali ba Sallam of Ahl Fajjar. who hag 
no real following but has been encouraged in his 
pretensions by the absence of the Amoor and Al Ghail 
clang from the election. The absence was in reality 
a sign of neutrality and wag not intended to show a 


oreference for any particular candidate. 
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The Abdali Sultan proposes to ratify the election 
j in accordance with the terms of the Abdal i-Haushabi 
‘treaty of 1895. One of the terms of the treaty is 
that the Haughabi Sultan should collect his transit dues 
at Laheje Ali ba Sallam the pretender hag expressed hig 
intention of disregarding this stipulation and has 
commenced to axact illegal dues from caravans at any 
point he considers fit. 

At the request of young Sultan Mohsin the Abdali 
Sultan has agreed to garrison Mugemir, the Haushabi 
Capital, with 300 men under his brother Sultan Ahmed 
Fadl, until such time ag all the clans have shown their 
acquiescence in the new regime. The troops are also to 
Tender assistance in keeping clear the trade route 
Passing through Musemir. 

I have expressed my concurrence in all these 
measures, as it is extremely desirable that the Zaidis 
should not be given any cause for complaint that the 
country bordering on their post of Maviya igs in an 
unsettled state and that armed intervention ig necessary. 

Sheikh Mahomed Ahmed Noman referred to in my last 
letter (page 8) is reported to have arrived with som 
geidi and Shafai soldiers at Al Ghurib and Habil ss 
Sabt in the Wadi Maadin withinthe Subehi border. Sheikh 
Mahomed Ahmed Noman himself has taken up his quarters 
in the house of the Mangab of the Sanawi. They are said 
to be exacting taxes from the people of Wadi Shaab and 
Wadi Maadin. | 

Sheikh Noman recently wrote to the Abdali Sultan 
compleining against certain Subehi akils for harbouring 
fugitives from the other side of the border. The Abdali 
Sultan has warned the Subehis against such a practice. 

Sheikh Noman ig reported to have written to Taiz and 
other places asking for more men. Hig intention igs 

stated 
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stated to be to collect as big a force ag possible 
and to attack the Subehis, This report is not 
confirmed. 

The Seidi strength in the Amiri country and 
Radfan is reported to be 287 men variously distributed, 

The Alawi Sheikh reports that about 4000 zeidig 
have arrived at Damar under the command of Saif ul 
Islam and Saiyid Yahya and that they will proceed 
against Yafa and Radfan. 

About the middle of last month, arrivals from 
Bhala reported that bakris and Hujailis in the Radfan 
had been ordered to supply camels for carrying the 
baggage of reinforcements of 800 nen coming from 
Nadira to Dhalae The camels were said to have been 
gathered at Tafwa and Radfan. An aeroplanes 
reconnaissance which was recently made over these 
places showed no concentration of either men or camél gs 
at the places mentioned. 

Sheikh Mokbil Abdulla, the nephew of the Kotebi 
Sheikh and Amir Abdul Hamid are reported to have been 
summoned by the Imam to Sana. 

The Kotebi Sheikh is said to have received a 
warning from a 7eidi friend to be on the look out. 
It is not clear whether this warning refers to any 
fresh advance against the Radfan or any treachery 
against the Sheikh.

Captain M. Fazluddin, I.M.S., Political 
Officer, Hodeida, reports that at the end of March 
1922 the Beni Shihir tribe revolted against the Qadhi 
of Bin Saud and killed about 800 men of the Wahabi 
force. On hearing of the rising the King of the 
Hedjaz deputed one of his officials to the Beni 
Shihir country to act as Amil there but the tribesmen 
having declined to accept him, the King recalled his 
man to \Mecca. 

Captain Fazluddin says that subsequently the 
Beni Shihir tribesmen sent their representatives to 
the Idrisi at Sabia on the 16th April 1922 asking for 
his help against Bin Saud, but the Idrisi while holdin | 
out no promise of assistance told them that he would | 
try to settle their differences with Bin Saud. 

The rising is reported to be due to the ex- 
tremely fanatical rule of the Qadhi in the Beni 
Shihir country and Bin Saud is said to have blamed

Tmam has gent to him 300 soldiers from Sanea belonging 
to the tribes of Beni Matar and Beni Herash, 

Tt is reported that 8 guns and 2 machine guns have 
been sent from Sanaa to Rauda, where large forces are 
being collected for the purpose of mar ching against the 
Arhab country whose inhabitants are said to have 
revolted against the Imam, The Arhab tribe numbering 
about 5000 fighting men are stated to be awaiting the 
Imamic attack in their strongholds.

| Frenchman disguised as an Arab arrived at Hodeida on the 
12th instant from Khokha by a dhow. He at first, stated 
that his name was Admed Hassan.

further he admitted that he was a Frenchman, and have

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American Air Force, He subsequently entered the 
French Secret Service in America, we afterwards returned 
“~ to France and obtained a-passport to go to Mombasa for 
trade, He however went to Jibouti instead and remained 
there from March 1920 to January 1922 when he proceeded 
to Sanaa via Mocha. He remained at Sanaa for about 20 
days and during this period had several interviews with 
the Imam, his ministers and Mahmud Nathim, ex-Vali of 
Yemen, He left Sanaa on the 20th February last for 
Hodeida where he arrived via Mokha on the 12th instant, 
He holds the following certificate signed 
by the Imam and dated 15th Jumad Akhar 1340 (12th 
February 1922) 
"This is to certify that our friend Monsieur 
Victor Cherivoux surnamed Hasan Ahmed, arrived at our 
Tmemete in Sanaa and was entertained at our guest house 
during his stay there withall the honour due to him, 
Ve understand that he holds high Proficiency in Analytic 
and in Synthetic Chemistry and is desirous of serving 
under us. We shall gladly give him a post on his return: 
from his country with his family, & few cheap appliances 
he needs, and a letter from his Government". 
This. Frenchman is reported to express anti- 
British and anti-Idrisi sentiments. He wishes to proceed 
to Jeddah, but the Idrisian authorities detained hin 
pending the return of Captain Fazluddin from Aden to 
Hodeida. The Frenchman is much annoyed at his detention 
and has written to the British Military Administrator at 
‘Kamaran asking him to facilitate his onward journey, 
T have Wired to the Idrisi through the Military 
Administrator, Kamaran, .advising him to allow him to

During the course of an interview, 
Saiyid Mohammed bin Alewi e1 Saqqof stated that the 
object of his miseion to Sanaa was to negotiate 
peace between the Imain and the Idrisi. ovten to 
his departure to Sanaa he had discussed the subject 
with Saiyid Mustafe el Idrisi at Jizan and he had 
now done so with the Imam, who assured him of his 
full relianee on the King of the Hedjaz and wus 
Saiyid Mohammed hin Monammed Zabara as his envey to 
discuss matters with King Husein, He hoped that the 
Imam and the Idrisi might come to terme put thie can, 
he said, be achieved only through the help of the 
british Gevernment ana the King of the Hedjaz, who 
should advise both the parties to sink hens: 
differences and persuade them of the advantages 
they would gain from mutual friendship, With this 
object in view he asked for a letter from me to the 
King of the Hedjaz as he thought it would greatly

Sheikh Mohammed Tahir, the Idrisi commander, with 
his aesistant Hadi Yaij arrived on the scene with

succeeded in raising the siege. The Zaidis are said 
to have lost 16 men and the Idrisi about 10 men 
Killed.

Sinee the despatch of my last letter the 
Zaidi encroachments on the Protectorate have 
inereased in spite of the promises given by the 
Imam ami his envoy in Aden to stop further Zaidi 
aggression against our tribes,

received reinforcements soon after the Abdali Sultan 


had withdrawn his soldiers posted on the Subehi 
borders, sdivanced fron Wadi Maadin and re-oeccupied 


Am Fareha. They then attacked the Mansuris, a 
Subehl sub-tribe, and killed some of them including 
Sheikh Shaher bin Saif, the Mansuri Sheikh. 

Thereupon some of the tribesmen of the Abdali Sultan

Please refer to News Letters dated 13th 

August 1920 and 10th June 1921 regarding Ebha 

affairs. Captain Faziuddin informs me that serious 

differences have arisen between Bin Saud's repre- 

sentative and Hasan ibn Aidh, the Chief of Hbha. 

It appears that the cousin of Hasab ibn Aidh, 


Mahomed Abdur Rahman, who was the chief cause of 





the trouble last year, has allied himself with 
Bin Savud's party. 
Hasan ibn Aidh has the support of the 


whole of the Beni Mughaid tribe which suffered the 





most in the last year's fighting and has since 


been waiting for an opportunity for vengeance. 





About 
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About a month ago Ibn Aidh is said to 
have gone with a force of 600 picked men of his 
tribe to attack Ebha, but no attack has actually 
been made. In the meantime Bin Saud's party has 


summoned a large force from Beni Shihr and Shahran 





to meet Ibn Aidh. Mohamed Abdur Rahman has also 
succeeded in winning over a large number of Ebha 
people to the side of Bin Saud'ts Party. 

Fighting has not started owing to the 
intervention of Sheikh ibn Hamid, the chief Sheikh 
of the Beni-es-Salih, who has arranged a fortnight's 
truce between the parties and is trying to settle 
the differences. 

Captain Fazluddin says that both parties 
have auyeeduiil the Idrisi for help and that the 
latter while holding out no promise of assistnace to 
Ton Aidh has informed Bin Saud's representative of 
his readiness to send the foree at present at 
Sharbani to his aid. He has, however, advised both 
parties to exercise patience and forbearance. 

Sheikh Ali bin Abdalla claiming to be a 
Chief of the Bani Kalthoom in Asir visited Aden 
last week to try to obtain our recognition of the 


ecanplete independence of his coutry. He was 


informed that his country was far distant and the 


British Government did not desire to meddie in its 


affairs in any way at all.

TIHAMA. 


The latest reports from Hodeida indicate a temporary Imamic occupation of 
Hujjeila, which was subsequently reoccupied by the Idrisi. The report that certain 
Quhra leaders were wounded and missing is now found to be incorrect. The Menakha- 
Bajil agent writes that the Idrisi and Quhras are fully prepared to check any Imamic 
advance on Tihama, strong rumours of which still continue. It would appear that the 
pro-Imamic Party in Hodeida is responsible for the circulation of much false news of 
Imamic victories. This party consists of Tahir Rajab and five other merchants who 
have been assisting Mahmud Nadhim in his propaganda work. They are said to have 
laid a scheme hefore the Imam, which has been strongly backed by the ex-Vali, for the 
occupation of the Tihama by the Imam pending the return of the Turks, The first 
step is stated to be the despatch by the Imam of a big expedition to drive the Idrisi 
out of the Tihama, as the latter, being our ally, is not considered by the schemers a fit 

' ruler for Hodeida. The lmam has been assured that the British evacuation of Hodeida 
could easily be arranged once a big force entered the Tihama. It is said that under 
this scheme it is provided that the ex-Vali with his Turkish party should administer 
the whole of the Tihama with the exception of Hodeida, which is to be administered by 
the merchants themselves under the supervision of the Vali. The Imam is said to be 
sceptical about the scheme. 

‘he Political Officer, Hodeida, states that with the exception of Tahir Rajab and 
party, all the people in Hodeida, as well as the Tihama tribesmen, are willing to accept 
the Idrisi rule in preference to that of the Imam. 

Tahir Rajab and party are reported to have sent letters to Constantinople with a 
Turkish official who recently left for Constantinople vid Aden. No particulars as to 
their contents are known. 

The Political Officer, Hodeida, reports the death of Munassar Haghir Maruf, the 
sheikh of the northera Zaraniqs, at the end of last month. 

| One of our secret agents reports that Abdul Shakeer, the Italian agent at Khoka,

has been buying land and houses at Khoka and Kataba, and exporting and importing 
goods to and from Italian ports by a weekly service of dhows.

i ADEN PROTECTORATE, 


The Abdali Sultan informs me that the Zeidis are collecting taxes in the Alawi 
and Kotaibi territories. I hear from another source that the Zeidis give out that they 
have received orders to proceed against the Koteibis and others, but they have not 
done so yet. This is probably a hint to the Koteibis as to what they must expect if 
they offer resistance to the Zaidi tax collectors. 

A later report states that 200 Zeidis have arrived at Dhala, and that they will 
proceed against the Koteibi. 

Our news correspondent at Jabel Jihaf writes that the 150 Zeidis, whose arrival at 
Dhala was recently reported, have relieved the present garrison. 

A section of the Subehis is reported to have made a night raid on Lahej, killed 
two men and carried away a horse. This is said to be in retaliation for the seven men 
of the section killed by the Abdali Sultan some time ago for stealing camels from near 
our camp at Nobat Dakim. 

Raids and counter-raids betweens the Makhdumis and Somati sections of the 
Subeihi continue, It is now reported that in retaliation for the burning of Makhdumi 
crops, the latter have carried away three camels belonging to the Somatis. 

Skirmishes are reported to have taken place between the Jorabis and Humaidis, 
referred to in my last letter. 

The Kadi Atik of Behan has sent me a book, which, he says, was brought to him 
by a Sayed of Al Jawwan, named Ali-bin-As-Saqqgaf. Al Jawwan is outside our 
protectorate. The kadi says that the book belonged to a party of three mullahs, who 
looked like Turks and who visited the remains of Al Marati’. The party, he says, came 
from Nejran, accompanied by an escort of Bedouins of Ar-Ramla, and is alleged to have 
been deputed by Bin Rashid. From the further account given by the kadi it appears 
that the a BE a they were ordered by the Ottoman Government to take a 
copy of the Himyaritic ‘inscriptions on the stones there, which they did, after paying 
_ large sums of money to the surrounding Arabs. They also took with them small white 
marble stones and images. From Jawwan they visited Dathina in our protectorate, 
and were on their return journey to Nejran when they were all attacked by Bedouins,

Qur agents at Menakha and Bajil report that the greater part of Jebel Reima 
is now in the hands of the Imam, and that an attack on Jebel Bura is impending. 
The agents report a rumour that the Imam is preparing for a big attack on Tihama, 
as planned by the ex-Vali, Mahmud Nadhim, and has already despatched troops to 
Jebel Milhan for the capture of Zaydiya, the Idrisi’s base for Bayil. An attack is 
expected to be made simultaneously on Obal and Jebel Bura. Six thousand soldiers 
with 100 cavalry, 200 mules, 20 big guns, and 6 machine guns are said to be concen- 
trated at Menakha awaiting orders to advance. 

L The Menakha and Bajil agents state that the Tihama tribesmen are determined 
o fight the Zeidis to the last, and that Sheikh Ismail Baghawi of the Quhra is busily 
engaged in collecting his tribesmen for the purpose. 

According to later reports, Hujjeila and some other places in the vicinity of Obal 
have been captured by the Imam after severe fighting, in which two of the Quhra 
leaders are reported to have been wounded and one to be missing. 

Sheikh Mahomed Tahir, the Idrisi commandant at Bayjil, and the Quhra 
Sheikh, Abu Hadi, are reported to be on indifferent terms with each other. Sheikh 
Abu Hadi is said to be at heart pro-[mamic and a great friend of Mahmud Nadhim, 
though he does not show his inclinations openly. Before the capture of the Jacob 
Mission, the Imam had named Sheikh Abu Hadi as his Qaimmaqam at Bajil. 
Public feeling at Bura is said to be tending in favour of the Imam as a result of 
Mahmud Nadhim’s propaganda. 

The Menakha and Bajil agents report the arrival of 700 Imamic soldiers at 
Menakha on the 6th December. They were despatched to Saafan and Wasil. 

It is said that under orders received from the Imam, Sheikh Ali Salami attacked 
the fort of Al Hamala, in the vicinity of Madwal, on the 7th December. He was, 
however, forced to retire by the Idrisi-Quhra combination, and suffered many 
casualties, and was himself wounded. 

The Imam is reported to have promised Sheikh Ali Mikdad of Anis the 
Amilship of Bura after he has conquered the place. The latter is said to have left i 
for Jebel Bura with 600 men. , 

Sheikh Munassar Saghir Maruf, of the northern Zaraniq, is said to have 
written to the Imam openly declaring his loyalty to the Idrisi. His attitude is said 
to be due to a present he has received from Sayed Mustafa.

THE following isa summary of the news reported since the despatch of my last 
letter dated the 8th December, 1920 :— 


Yemen (Upper and Lower). 


News regarding Ibn Saud’s movements is conflicting. One report states that he 
has retired to Nejran, north of Saada, owing to sickness among his soldiers, while 
another states that he has received a large sum of money from the Imam for his 
retirement. <A third report states that he is still fighting at Al Kadad and Al Haut, 
and that the Dhu Mahomed and Dhu Hussain sub-tribes of the Bakhil have gone over 
o the Idrisi or [bn Saud and that Hashid tribe are wavering. 

According to an informant Saiyid Abdullah Ibrahim, referred to in previous 
letters, despatched 200 men to Al Udain and an equal number to Badan, for what 
purpose it is not clear. The party sent to Badan was attacked on arrival and suffered 
forty casualties in killed and wounded. 

Fighting is reported to have taken place between the Zeidis and the inhabitants 


of Ibb in consequence of suspected poisoning of a Zeidi officer. The head sheikh of 





































Ibb, Abdu Salama, is said to have been made a prisoner along with 150 other suspects. 

A report says that Taiz is full of Zeidi troops and that although detachments are 
despatched towards Zabid they are replaced by fresh drafts from Sana. The concen- 
tration at Taiz is said to be due to the fear the Zeidis still entertain of a British 
advance. ; 

Kadi Ahmed Mahomed-al-Ukam of Berut in the Yemen recently visited Aden 
and submitted a petition requesting me, in case the Imam was friendly to, or in 
alliance with, us, to write to him and ask him to confer a suitable post on him (the 
kadi) or to fix a subsidy for him. In the event of the Imam being unfriendly to us, the 
kadi offered to assist us in waging war against the Imam. 

The kadi does not appear to be a man of much importance. He may be an 
emissary of the Imam sent to sound us, or he may be an emissary from some enemy of 
the Imam. I have given him a reply in general terms that we desire to live on friendly 
terms with all the rulers of Arabia, great and small, but we consider ourselves bound 
by treaty to grant protection to the Amir of Dhala and to support the smaller chiefs to 
whom we are pledged. 

Two Turkish officers, Mustapha Azim and Tewfik Mahomed, who recently arrived 
here from the Yemen, gave the following information :— 


There are 60 military Turkish officers in the Yemen, 45 of whom are now 
employed by the Imam. . There are, in addition, 30 civil Turkish officers employed 
under Mahmoud Nadhim, and 101 Turkish infantry soldiers and 45 artillerymen 
under the Imam. All Turkish officers and soldiers are employed solely for training 
purposes ‘Three or four Turkish solders under Turkish officers are appointed to train 
100 Zeidi troops. There are 3,000 Imamic regulars at Sana, but thousands more are

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in the surrounding country. In the event of a jehad, the Imam can_put 60,000 
regulars and irregulars_into the field. Rafik Bey has 2,000 regulars with him at Pay 
in on WS trteculase, whose number is not known. The Imam’s force at present 
in Saafan, Jebel Bura and Jebel Reima consists of 50U regulars with an unknow 
number of irregulars. This force is officered by Arabs who have been educated ga 
trained in Constantinople, as the Imam will not trust Turkish officers to command Iiy 
men in actual warfare.

Twenty-erghth Aden News Letter. 


THE following is a summary of the news reported since the despatch of my last 
letter dated the 12th November, 1920. 

Tihama.—The Political Officer, Hodeida, writes that the Italians who visited 
Khokha and Hais last September were Signor Fazzi, a merchant of Massowah and his 
accountant. During their visit they are said to have offered to repair the Turkish court- 
house at Hais and also to supply: new telegraph apparatus. The offer was, however, 
declined both by the Sheikh and the Mansab. ‘I'he Italians returned to Assab with two 
dhows laden with skins and coffee. They appear to have given up the idea of starting 
trade with Khokha as Signor Fazzi is reported to have stated on his return to Massowah 
that it was unsafe at present as the people were hostile to Europeans. This report is 
confirmed by the Political Officer, Hodeida, who states that the sheikh and the Mansab 
have told the people of Khokha not to allow any Italians to land again. It is further 
reported that the people are opposed to entering into trade transactions with Italians, 
as although their goods are inferior in quality and very expensive they refuse to trade 
except on cash terms. 

The Political Officer, Hodeida, reports that the Italian ship “ Nilo” referred to in 
my last letter, called at Hodeida on the Ist November, 1920, and left for Massowah on 
the 4th. The Italians whose names appear to be Fattigatti (not Fidioti or Nidiotti) and 
Rossi, stated that they had visited Port Soudan, Jeddah, Qunfidah, Jizan and Kamaran, 
and that their business was to inquire into the facilities for trade with the Yemen ports. 
They did not seem to be satisfied with the result of their inspection. 

Signor Fattigatti is said to represent the firm of Pampurri and Martini, and Signor 
Rossi is an independent merchant. The former, who was born and educated in Turkey, 
has been in Massowah for many years. The Political Officer states that Signor 
Fattigatti intends to start business in Hodeida, where he has engaged a house. ; 

Signor Rossi tried to secure a cargo of coffee for Egypt, but failed. The “ Nilo” 
left Hodeida with a small consignment of senna leaves, skins and coffee for Massowah 
from Signor Pardo, an Italian merchant at Hodeida. The ship is expected back about 
the end of this month. 

Mahomed Amin, the principal Sheikh of Jebel Reima, has submitted to the 
Political Officer, Hodeida, a petition, which I am forwarding officially. He requests 
that we should make both the Imam and the Idrisi withdraw to their respective 
frontiers and thus prevent bloodshed and plunder until a settlement about his country 
is reached. 

The sheikh visited Hodeida on the 8rd instant, stating that he wished to stay in 
Hodeida till the future of his country was settled, but he has since left for Massowah 
in the Italian ship “Nilo.” He was accompanied by Kadi Hamood Harazi, the 
ex-Mudir of Saafan. The object of their visit to Massowah is not known. Signor 
Fattigatti is said to have offered them free passage. 

The Military Administrator, Hodeida, bas sent me copies of two letters written by 
Mahmud Nadhim, the ex-Vali of the Yemen, to the Sheikh of Jebel Reima and Kadi We

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Easckremauanciee mentioned in the foregoing paragraph. The letters, which were 
apparently received after the addressees had left for Massowah, have been entrusted to 
)Signor Pardo, the Italian merchant at Hodeida, for delivery. Signor Pardo showed 
ihe letters privately to the Political Officer and copies were taken. The original will be 
delivered to the addressees on their return from Massowah. ! 

In the letter to the Sheikh of Jebel Reima, the ex- Vali refers to the sheikh’s letter” 
of the 19th October, and states that he was grieved to hear what had befallen him 
He chides the sheikh for not informing him of his grievances and declares that he could 
have got redress at once from the Imam. The ex-Vali states that he has been sent b 
the Imam to suppress intrigues, issue safe conduct and stop bloodshed among Mussub 
mans. He claims the Yemen asa Turkish province and declares that the Imam is the 
prop of the Government, who has ened anit so hia peck wie a Turks, The 
Vali asks how he can forsake the Imam and join the friends of Christians. 

He further claims that the Taiz district is faithful to the Imam. as the great and 
solid friend of the Turkish Government, that no foreign troops are maintained there, 
but a corps of local men has been formed under a Turkish kaimakam, Rafiq Bey, and 
other officers. He finally presses the Sheikh of Reima to make his submission and 
guarantees his safety. 

In the letter to Kadi Hamood-al-Harazi, the ex-Vali refers to the former’s two 
letters and assures him that he has not struck his name off the list of Turkish officials, 
but still cousiders him to be the Mudir of Saafan. 

Referring to a sum of 25,0001., which the Kadi appears to have stated in his letters 
that the ex-Vali had received through the American consul, tle ex-Vali states that 
though he asked for the amount he had received no reply. He wants the Kadi to | 
make enquiries regarding the money and to inform him immediately of the result, assuring 
the Kadi that he will receive his share. 

This has reference to the ex-Vali’s request for money for the relief of ‘Turkish 
families in the Yemen, made through the American consul at Aden. The request was 
forwarded by the latter to his Government, but he has had no reply. 

The Zeidis appear to be still in Saafan. Reports from Hodeida state that the 
Zeidis’ attempt to capture the fort of Al Hadi in Beni Jurain was unsuccessful, The 
ex-Vali is said to have wired to the Iman asking for reinforcement for the capture of 
the fort. 

Hodeida merchants are said to continue to correspond with the Imam. Mirjan 
Haraji and others are reported to have written to the Imam asking for the grant of full 
amnesty to Sheikh Abdulla Bishr of Saafan, and for the restoration of his property. 

The Zabeed agent of the Political Officer, Hodeida, reports that Awwad Ali, the 
Sheikh of Rikb, has made his submission to the Imam after having received guarantee 
for protection of his rights. 

The agent says that the Imamiec flag has been hoisted on the court-house at 
Zabeed, and that the Amil has received orders to build barraeks for soldiers and also 
three large halls as additions to the court-house. The cost of building is estimated at 
15,000 dollars. 

The ex-Vali is said to have sent letters to the tribes of Benj Saad, Madwal and 
Faraf threatening them that if they do not tender their submission within one week 
they will be attacked and their country ruined. The skeikhs have called a meeting to. 
discuss the matter, and have invited the Sheikh of Jerabih to preside. 

The Imam is reported to have despatched a large force to Jebel Milhan under the 
command of Raghib Bey, ex-Mutessarif of Hodeida. 

| It is reported that Arab leaders at Hodeida have sent letters to the notables of 
Sana, Zabeed and other important towns stating that they have been appointed repre- 
sentatives of the Arabs throughout the Yemen, and that this news has been received 
by the people with contempt.

THE following is a summary of the news reported since the despatch of my last Bi! 
letter, dated the 26th November, 1920 :— | 


Tihama.—It appears from reports received from Hodeida that the Imam has 
concentrated a big force at Jebel Rema. The remnant of the old force is said to have 
asked the ex-Vali, Mahmud Nadhin, to relieve them, as they are war-worn. ‘The 
Vali has forwarded their request to the Imam and asked them to remain at their posts 
pending receipt of the Imam’s reply, but a party of 400 men is said to have deserted 
with war spoils, 

A report says that in compliance with the ex-Vali’s request, the Imam ordered 
500 Zeidis to proceed to Menekha. The latter, however, refused to go and offered 
armed resistance. There is said to be a reserve force of 2,000 men at Sana and Rada, 
ce which will be shortly despatched to the Tihama. 

In my letter of the 14th October last, I reported the death of the Aboos Sheikh 
and the election of his nephew, Salim Bukheit, as his successor. The latter is now 
reported to have been elected sheikh of the whole tribe in consequence of the death of 
Sahel Ali, the other sheikh of the tribe. Until the death of this sheikh the tribe was 

- divided into two sections under the rival sheikhs, Suleiman Hassan Bukheit, who was 
succeeded by his nephew, Salim Bukheit, and Sahel Ali. 

The Sana agent of the Political Officer, Hodeida, states that Saiyid Abdulla-bin- 
Ibrahim, referred to in previous letters, has been deputed by the Imam as inspector of 
the Wakfs of Zabeed and Khoka, and superintendent of the Public Treasury of the 
Qadhas of Zabeed, Hais and Jebel Ras. 

The Imam is reported to have sent one big gun to Zabeed and another to Dhala. 

The Zabeed agent of the Political Officer, Hodeida, reports that a notable of Udain, 
Hamid-bin-Ali Pasha, has tendered for the lease of the revenues of Zabeed, Hais and 
Jebel Ras for a sum of 450,000 dollars annually. This bid is said to exceed the 
actual revenues of the places mentioned by 300,000 dollars, and if it is accepted by 
the Imam, the result will be heavy exactions from the people and consequent 
discontent. 

The same agent states that he has no fresh news about Italian activity at Khoka 
beyond the fact that their agent named Shakoor is staying at Khoka. The Zabeed agent 
says that Shakoor is trying to purchase houses for the Italians. ma! 

From a later report received from the Zabeed agent, it appears that Shakoor has Mi 
made an agreement with the Imam on behalf of the Italians, by which the Imam f :

Reports have been received from which it appears that the ex-Vali Mahmud 
Nadhim is being congratulated by his Arab friends on his promotion to the high rank 
of Vazir It is not clear whether this is a part of the Vali’s propaganda or whether he 


Sai? “as been appointed by the Imam as his Vazir. 


The Sana agent states that most of the Turks in the Yemen are anxious to leave 
the country, but that they are afraid of applying for permission, which they know ‘he 
Imam will not grant. 

The same agent reports the arrival of a Turkish officer named Hassan Gendari, 
alias Bimbashi Hassan Effendi, from Constantinople. ‘he agent says that he went to Sana 
vid Aden, and has brought letters for the Turksin the Yemen. His statemen: regarding 
the present condition of Turkey contradicte’] Mahmud Nadhim’s propaganda to some 
extent. Bunbashi Hassan is said to have stated that the party of Turkish patriots at 
Constantinople was in alliance with the British, and that the Khalifat had been 
transferred to the Arabs. The latter news is said to have caused bitter feelings among 
the people, who suspect the Bimbashi of being a Turkish spy. 

This man subsequently went to Hodeida on his way back to Constantinople. The 
Arab leaders of Hodeida are said to have had a private interview with him. ‘They told 
him that they were doing their best for the return of the Turks to the Yemen, and that 
Turkey should not hesitate to return should the Powers ask her to do so. 

Krom Hodeida Hassan Mahomed Effendi came to Aden and left for Beyrouth via 
Egypt on the 28th ultimo by the Italian steamer “ Porto-di-Savona.” His passport 
has been endorsed for Beyrouth by the French consul here and viséd by this office. 

Hassan Mahomed Effendi is a native of Sana. According to his own statement, 
he left the Yemen with the Turks after tle Armistice and went to Egypt. He subse- 
quently resigned his commission, and from Egypt he went to Beyrouth and thence to 
Constantinople. A year anda-half ago he left Constantinople and returned to Beyrouth. 
In September last he left for Mecca on a pilgrimage vid Port Said and Massowah, but 
as he did not find pilgrims at the latter place he came to Aden, arriving here on the 
16th October and left for Sana. His object in going to Sana was to dispose of 
some goods he had le!t there. His family is in Beyrouth and he is now going to 
rejoin them. 

From enquiries made locally it appears that the family of Hassan Mahomed Effendi 
is in Sana and that he had gone there to see them. He is reported to be a Turkish 
propagandist. He was watched during his stay in Aden, but nothing suspicious 
was noticed. 

Aden Protectorate-—Travellers from Dhala report that the Imam’s commander, 
Saiyid Yahya, has written to Syed Abdulla at Yerim, asking him to send his cousin, 
Syed Kasim of Nadera, to Dhala to relieve him, as he is very ill and wishes to return 
home. A later report states that Saiyid Kassim, the present Hakim of Nadera and 
father-in-law of Saiyid Yahya, is coming to relieve the latter by orders of the Imam. 

The travellers also report the arrival of 12 Zeidis at Dhala. They say that there 
are altogether about 100 Zeidis in Dhala, but t at 50 of them are sick. Later arrivals 
state that before they left Dhala they heard a rumour that 600 Zeidis with 8 guns 
were on their way to Dhala, but that they are at present detained at [bb owing to the 
trouble there. It is said that this reinforcement is being sent to Dhala at the reauest 
of Saiyid Yahya, the Imam’s commander, who complained to the Imam th» he was 
unable to enforce his orders without additional troops. 

The Imam’s commander at Dhala is said to be annoyed with Mukbil Abdulla, the 
nephew of the Koteibi Sheikh, because the latter paid a visit to the Amir of Dhala at 
Lahej. It is said that the commander sent for Mukbil Abdulla, but he has not gone 
for fear of being punished. The commander is also said to be annoyed with the Alawi 
Sheikh for ill-treating travellers and slighting the commander’s name when invoked by 
the travellers. 

Dhala and Kataba revenue is reported to have been leased to one Saiyid Husen-al- 
Rawia for an annual sum of 10,000 dollars. 

Letters are said to have been sent by the Imam’s commauder at Dhala to the 
Fadli Sultan and to some of the more important Fadli Sheikhs. I await confirmation 


of this report.

TIHAMA. 

Captain Fazluddin writes that the Idrisi had a serious 
erent at Jebel Saafan, which he has evacuated. The Idrisi 
had also to retire from 2 position in Jebel Reimah to Sukel-Jumea 
which is the present headquarters of Sheikh Abu Hadi, the head 
Quhra Sheikh. As reported in my letter of 2nd September the 
news of the Idrisi's reverse at Jebel Saafan was received here 
early last month, but it was denied by Syed Mustafa. 

As the Akhwans have marched north, the Imam appears 
to have strengthened all his centres in the southern Yemen and 
has available for service elsewhere all the forces he had 
collected to oppose the anticipated Akhwan attack. 

Captain Yazluddin says that he has heard from a 
reliable source that the Hashid and Bakil were reconciled to the 
Imamiec cause as against Ibn Saud by the Imam's son in Hajjah 
offering a bull as sacrifice at the door of each of the principal 
Sheikhs of the Hashid and Bakil. The Sheikhs promised to fight 
against Ibn Saud but not against the Idrisi. Now that the 
Akhwan menace has passed, at least for the present, it will be 
interesting to know what will be the future attitude of the 
Hashid and Bakil towards the Imam. 

7 Reperts received this week from Hpdeida disclose a 
situation which may possibly, in the event of an idrisi reverse, 
develop into a serious menace to liodeida.
